FOR UNCLE SAM 


Would Be a Logical Solution 
For All Time 


STRATESIGALLY IMPORTANT 


Suggestion That United States Take 
Over Lower California In Settlement 
of Mexican Claims Meeting With 
Approval—Mistake Originally In Not 
Including When Other Territory 
Was Ceded—Home of Bandits 


Washington, Aug. 5.—The sugges- 
tion made informally in conversation 
by a senator whose word carries 


weight in international matters, that 
the government take over Lower 
California in payment for American 
claims, is taken here as a logical step 
in a discussion that has cropped up at 
intervals for many years. 

As far as can be learned, the state 
department has taken no steps in the 
matter, and could hardly do so until 
some semblance of order is restored in 
Mexico. But if Mexico showed a will- 
ingness to part with the barren penin- 
sula the plan would at one receive 
strong support in this country. Ever 
since the acquisition of California and 
the western territories following the 
war with Mexico it has been generally 
understood that the omission of Lower 
Californa from the lands ceded to us 
by Mexico was a mistake on both 
sides. 

As the senator pointed out it is the 
natural part of our coast, it is com- 
mercially valuable to us as affording 
control of the Colorado river through 
the last 100 miles of its course which 
now passes through Mexican terri- 
tory. It is strategically of import- 
ance to us on account of Magdalena 
bay, which has long been used by our 
navy for target practice, and it is 
absolutely worthless to Mexico. 

Outside of the capital of the state at 
La Paz there are not a score of set- 
tlements in the whole peninsula. It 
has been almost impossible to keep 
order. During the Madero and Orozco

But through the recognition of 
the idea that each state must deter- 
mine for itself the ways in which it 
shall choose delegates, the door has 
been thrown open to the southern 
white voters, who refused to affiliate 
with the Republican party because 
they feared negro domination, and

It was remarked with pleasure that

| number of times. The plaintiff proved

and others that Mr. Traub did take the 
| paper during all the 16 years. In the 
| case it was shown that according to 
| law, even if a subscriber does occa-

In con- 
versation with a Ledger man in City 
Square this noon he said that it was 
the worst accident ne ever saw. As 
far as he was able to learn when he 
left the wreck but two had been 
killed, the engineer and fireman. 
Their bodies he said were found in the 
mud some distance from the wreck. 
Scores of those injured were covered 
from head to foot with the soft mud 
so that their faces were hardly recog- 
nizable. Many of the passengers on 
the second car he said were pinned 
beneath the wreckage and the groans 
and cries of the injured were un- 
nerving, although it was but a little 
after 11 o’clock when the accident 
happened he said at 1 o’clock the fire- 
men and police were still removing 
the injured from the wrecked car. One 
of the first men to arrive on the scene 
was Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston. 
As near as Mr. Ford could tell the 
accident was caused by the locomotive 
The brakes were 
hard set on the engine and cars so 
that he thinks that the engineer must 


j}have had some warning of the im- 


pending accident. Both the engineer 
and firemen were both badly burned 


} with steam. 


Charles H. Penniman and John 
Hall early visited the scene and 
reported it one of the worst mixupg 
they ever saw. The accident oc- 
curred between the Columbia road 
bridge and the Dorchester avenue 
bridge. 

The engine was buried deep in the 
marsh to the east of the tracks. The 
first car apparently got by it. The 
second car landed on top of the en- 
gine, or to express it differently, the 


} engine was inside the second car. The 
| third car was laying over on its side. 


They understood three were killed, 
six mortally injured and 50 to 60 
others injured. The dead and injured 
were rushed to Boston by train.

EAT which has been left over} 
from several meals, even the} 
odds and ends that are not ordi-/ 
narily used, may be utilized for potted; 
meats or meat molds. 
These are useful dishes in summer, 
for the meats, sliced and served cold, | 
muke a dainty appearance on the table. 
Any meat may be used in this way. 
Some suggestions are as follows: 


A Rich Combination. 

Potted Veal and Bacon.—Cut thin; 
slices of veal and the same quantity} 
of bacon. Then rub together some dried | 
sweet, basil a savory until reduced to| 
2 powder. Lay in a stewpan a layer | 
of bacen, then a layer of veal, and on! 
this sprinkle the powdered herbs, a 
little grated horseradish, again some | 
bacon and veal and then herbs and; 
horseradish and a little salt. On this} 
squeeze a lemon and grate the rind. | 
Then cover very tightly and put it into} 
the oven to bake for three hours. Take} 
it out and drain off all the gravy, pour} 
over it a little myshroom ketchup and | 
press it down with a heavy weight, | 
then put it away in an earthen crock | 
tightly covered. } 

Potted Chicken.—Cut up the chicken | 
and place in a kettle with a tight; 
cover, so as_to retain the steam. Put| 


cook until the meat falls easily from 
the bones. Remove the bones, skin, 
gristle and fat, cut or chop the meat, 
white and dark separately, as for} 
chicken salads. Season, put into a mold} 
in layers and pour the juice in which} 
it was cooked over it. Cover and lay} 
on u heavy weight. Any meat may be 
prepared in this way. Slice, garnish; 
with celery leaves and serve cold.

Potted Beef.—This is an old faxh-| 
ioned recipe which, while a little com-f 
plicated, is worth trying. Take three 
pounds of lean beef and salt it two or 
three days with half a pound of salt 
and half an ounce of saltpeter. Di- 
vide it into pieces of a pound each 
and put it into an earthen vessel just 
big enough to hold it. Pour in half 
a pint of water, cover it close with 
a lid and set in a slow oven for 
four hours. When taken from the 
oven pour the gravy from it into a 
basin, shred the meat fine, moisten it! 
with the gravy poured from the meat 
and pound it thoroughly in a mortar 
with fresh butter until it becomes a 


| fine paste. Season it with black pep- 


per and allspice, pounded cloves or 
nutmeg grated. Put it in pots, press 
it down as close as possible, put a 
weight on it and let it stand all 
night. Next duy, when quite cold 
cover it a quarter of an inch thick 
With clarified butter and tie paper 
over it.

Washington, Aug. 9.—By a vote of 
34 to 24the senate adopted the amend- 
ment to the Panama canal biil offered 
by Senator Williams of Mississippi, 


; admitting to American registration of 


American-owned but  foreign-built, 
ships when engaged in foreign trade. 


This is pagticularly interesting in 
view of the yote of 11 to 44 by which | 


the senate refused to strike from the 


Panama canal bill the provision grant- ; 


ing free passage through the canal to 
American ships. The only amend- | 
ment of importance in this connection 
adopted by 
word “exclusively,” so that the favors 
granted to American shipping may ap- 
ply exclusively to the coastwise trade 
in which theoretically there is no com- 
petition and therefore no discrimi- | 
nation against foreign bottoms. | 

The overwhelming nature of the; 
vote shows that there is no chance 
that further debate will change the | 
matter before the bill is finally dis- | 
posed of. It also raises the far more | 
important question as to whether this | 
country will ever permit the treaty 
rights involved under the MHay- 
Pauncefote treaty to be arbitrated. 
The prevailing opinion is that so many 
of the senators insist that the whole 
subject is purely domestic, involving 
no international aspects, that they will 
now assert that even a suggestion of | 
of arbitration is an impertinence. | 

Senators who have fought for the | 
strict observance of the treaty and the | 
equal treatment of American and | 
foreign shiips have openly stated on | 
the Zjioor of the senate that if congress 
voted free passage for American ships.| 
in the face of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty they wotu.u also in the face of) 
an arbitration treaty refuse to. arbi- | 
trate the question. That has not been 
denied, and tne feeling here is that | 
arbitration will never be reached. | 

Speeches against the treaty were | 
made by Mr. Works of California and} 
Mr. Chamberlain of Oregon, with | 
many interruptions from. the floor. 
Their position in general was that the; 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty committed 
this country to such a bad bargain | 
that we copld not be expected to abide | 
by it. The logical conclusion of this | 
question was seriously presented by 
Mr. Martine of New Jersey, when, 
to the amusement of the senate he 
shouted huskily: |

This Notorious Fighting Ground Was 
the Scene of the Two Duels Between 
Benton and Lucas—Rules of the 
Geyer-Kennerly Meeting. 


The geographies used in the schools 
today do not show Bloody island, a 
one time notorious dueling resort in 
the Mississippl river near St. Louis. 
The spot remains, but it*is no longer 
an island. It now is a part of East 
St. Louls. 

The opprobrious title was defived 
from the many sanguinary encoun- 
ters which took place on the island. 
Here it was that the fatal affaire 
;honneur between Thomas H. Ben- 
}ton and Charles H. Lucas took place. 

One day in 1816 these two men en- 
zaged in trying a lawsuit, one repre- 
senting the plaintiff and the other the 
defendant Lucas was twenty-five 
years old, son of a judge and the dis- 
trict attorney of the territory. Benton, 
| too, was well known and later became 
United States senator. Lucas won the 
case. His opponent accused him of 
juggling with the evidence. The ac- 
cusation was resented, and it was re- 
|sponsible for a challenge issued by 
|Benton. Lucas refused to fight, say- 
ing that he could not be held account- 
able for defending his client. 

Bad blood ensued, and from time to 
|time the two men the next year often 
}angaged in harsh words. Finally on 
an election day Benton questioned 
|Lucas’ right to vote, saying that the 
| other had not paid his taxes. It irked 
Lucas, who later referred to his enemy 
as a “puppy.” This appellation was 
‘oo much for Benton, who again chal- 
lenged Lucas to a duel. This time the 

shallenge was accepted. 

The two men met on Bloody island 
Aug. 12, 1817. The encounter took 
place at a distance of thirty feet. Lu- 


sas fell with a bullet in his neck upon | 


the exchange of shots. Upon the ad- 
vice of seconds Lucas declared himself 
satisfied. The men shook hands and 
went to their homes. The wound was 
|not dangerous. A few days later the 
ltwo men met on the street again, and, 

ike two schoolboys, another fight was 

planned. This time it was to be at a 
| distance of only ten feet. Lucas was 
}mortally wounded. Benton was unin- 
jured. He approached the dying man, 
‘according to custom, and expressed fis 
|sorrow. Lucas flashed forth an accu- 
}sation of murder, but a few minutes 
later before dying he recanted and ex- 
|oressed his forgiveness. 

But the first duel that ever took 
place on Bloody island was fought in 
1810 between Dr. Farrar and James A. 
Graham. One of Dr, Farrar’s friends 
thallenged Graham, but the challenge 
was refused on the ground that Far- 
jrar’s friend was not a gentleman. Dr. 
Farrar was then under obligation to 
|defend the honor of his friend. This 
| challenge was accepted, and as a re- 
‘sult Graham was severely injured and 
lied after months of suffering. 

A second duel on Bloody island oc- 
curred in 1816 between Captain Henry 
S. Geyer and Captain George H. Ken- 
|nerly, both veterans of the war of 
1812. Captain Geyer was for many 
| pears a leader in Missouri politics and 
{one of the state’s most able lawyers. 
Kennerly was wounded at the second 
| fire and remained a cripple for life. 

There were many other duels fought 
here between some of Missouri's early 
| statesmen and pioneers. A few of the 
encounters were the Thomas Hemp- 
|stead-Joshua Barton duel in 1816, the 
/Martin-Ramsey affair in 1818, the 
| Reynolds-Brown, Walker-Marmaduke 
and Pettus-Biddle. 

While duels would not be counte- 
nanced under any consideration today, 
it must be remembered that at this time 
| they were almost as common among 
| men as fights among schoolboys. If a 
man felt that his honor had been im- 
|peached in any way the popular thing 
to do was to settle it by a duel, pistols 
| being used in nearly every instance. 

There was a certain unwritten “code” 
observed. For instance, in the duel 
‘between Geyer and Kennerly the fol- 
| lowing were the rules: 
| The ground shall be measured off 
| to six paces. 
| ‘The gentlemen shall stand back to 
back at the distance of six yards from 
each other. 

At the word “March” the gentlemen 
shall immediately step off three paces 
|and turn and fire without further or- 
| der. 
| If either party reserves -his fire and 
continues to take aim after the other 
has fired he shall be shot instantly by 
| the adverse second. 

The seconds shall decide by lot which 
rives the word. 

The only words shall be, “Are you 
ready ?" and. being answered in the af- 
| lirmative, the word “March” shall be 
the order for stepping off and turning 
and firing as above stated.

Barley Mead.—Take two ounces of 
pearl barley, the rind of a lemon, three 
Iumps of sugar, a pint of boiling wa- 
ter. Put the barley in a bow! with| 
cold water to covert. Bring the wa- 
ter to the boil and let it boil for five’ 
minutes. Then drain off.the water and| 
throw it away. Wipe the lemon and. 
peel jt very thinly. Put the barley, 
lemon and sugay into a clean vessel; 
pour the water, which should be boil- | 
ing, on to it, cover the vessel and leave | 
fill cold. Then strain out the barley! 
and lemon rind and serve the liquid. 

Fruit .Sirups.— Nice sirups may be 
made with any fruit preferred. Grapes 
were. used in this recipe. Take well 
ripened Concords. Wash, pick them 
from the stems and put In a kettle 
and add water to just cover them.! 
Bring slowly to the boil, stirring oc-' 
easionally.. Cook until the fruit is soft. | 
then drain. To four cupfuls of juice add 
a cupful of sugar and boil about five 
minutes.

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WILLEY AND SAVILLE HELD 


Alien Contract Labor Case Goes Over 
Until September Court 


Bosten, Aug. 16.—Francis V. Wil- 
ley, treasurer of the Barre Wool 
Combing company at South Barre, 
and Boston representative of Francis 
Willey & Co., one of the leading wool 
firms in England, and Arthur T. Sa- 
ville, waived examination when ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Grinnell and were held in 
$7000 bail for the September term of 
the Unitéd States district court. They 
nre charged with conspiracy to bring 
English immigrants into this country 
in violation of the alien contract labor 
laws. 

Willey, who is a well known pony 
polo player, both in England and the 
United States, is a British subject. 
His father, w.o was formerly lord 
mayor of Bradford, Eng., the wool 
centre of Great Britain, is head of the 
firm of Francis Willey & Co., which 
is financed, it is said, by the Roth- 
schilds and is the most powerful en- 
terprise in England, commercially, 
financially and politically. It is un- 
derstood that the elder Willey intends 
to bring the case to the United States 
supreme court if necessary in an at- 
tempt to secure an acquittal for his 
son. 

The government is arranging to de- 
tain until after the trial the twenty- 
five immigrants, whom Saville is al- 
leged to have brought here in viola- 
tion of the contract labor laws.

The feature of this guerilla warfare 
was Botha’s defeat of Benson's force 
at Bakenlaargte, a victory which he 
declared gave the Boer resistance six 
months more life. 

Today, so remarkable has been the 
success of the British policy in South 
Africa, Botha is prime minister of the 
dominion and a general in the British 
army.

Nicaraguan “Capital Is Sill 
Bombarded 


HOSPITAL STAUGK a SHELL

Managua, Nic.; Aug. 16.—The in- 
surgents under Generals Mena and 
resumed their attack on 
Managua, but after a desperate fight 
were again repulsed. This is the 


| fifth day of the battle which is being 


waged about the Nicaraguan capital. 
Before they were repelled the rebels 
succeeded in torcing their way close 
to the houses of th city. The Ameri- 
can sailors guarding the United States 
legation and the presidential palace, 
who, because of their markmanship, 
had been specially selected from the 
American detachment stationed here 
to protect the lives and property of 
American citizens, directed a fire too 
hot for the attackers, and the rebels| 
were diven back. The bombardment 
of the city by field guns was con- | 
tinued all night. The president's! 
hit twice. Three shells 
niissed striking the American legation | 
by the narrow margin of thirty yards. 
All Americans and other foreigners in 
the city thus far are safe. 

An attempt was made last night to. 
assassinate the commander-in-chict 
of the *government forces, General 
Emilio Chamorro, while he was walk- 
ing in the streets. 

Many shells fell near the president’s 
palace and the American legation. 
Several of the missiles struck Within! 
fifty to a hundred feet of the legation. H 
Evidently that building was thé ob- 
ject of the rebel fire. One shell hit 
the table around which President Diaz 
and the members of his cabinet were’ 
sitting, but no one was injured. 

The service of the cannon was regu- 
lar and the improvised hospitals are, 
filled with soldiers and women and 
children One shell hit a hospital, 
killing several men and wounding a 
child. There are many pathetic re- 
ports of the killing of women and 
children in their homes by the ruth- 
less shelling of the insurgents. There 
is a great lack of the simplest hos- | 
pital supplies. The government has 


6000 treops, while the insurgents! 
humber ‘somewhat less. Prisoners | 
eaptured by General Chamorro’'s! 


troops state that the insurgents have! 
lost many men since the fighting be- 
gan. The casualties on the goverh- 
ment side also are heavy.

Brown Drop Cakes.—Take a cupful 
of New Orleans molasses, one cupful 
brown sugar, half cupful shortening, 
three cupfuls flour, three-fourths cup-| 
ful boiling water, three eggs, one tea- 
spoonful baking powder. Mix the mo- 

| lasses, sugar and shortening together 

until smooth, then add the baking) 
soda, which has been dissolved in the | 
boiling water; add the well beaten 
| eggs, then the sifted flour. Bake twen- 
| ty minutes in moderate oven in gem 
pans. 

Molasses Cookies.—Take a cupful of 
New Orleans molasses, half a cupful of 
butter. one egg, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, one-balf cupful of sour milk 

| du which an even teaspoonful of baking 
soda has been dissolved, a little cinna- 
mon and a pinch of ground cloves. 
Enough flour to roll—about a quart—is 
sufficient. Proceed as for ordinary 
cookies. 
Attractive Cakes. 

Daisy Cake.—Mix together one cup- 
ful sugar, one-half cupful butter, 
one-half cupful milk, one-half cupful | 
cornstarch, one cupful of flour, the 
whites of four eggs, one teaspoonful 
cream of tartar and one-half 
spoonful of soda. Flavor with peach 
juice and bake in 4@ quick oven. 

Frosted Cake.—Take one and one- 
half cupfuls of sugar, one-half cupful 
ef butter, one enpful of sweet milk, 
‘wo cupfuls of teur and two teaspoun- 
fuls of baking powder. The whites of 
five eggs beaten to a stiff froth are 
mixed in last. This is fine with a 
frosting made with the whites of two 
eggs, one-half pound of pulverized 
sugar and cecoannt sprinkled on top.

Senatar Fall Tells of Sueh 
Plans on the Border 
WOULD REGOGN'ZE WARFARE

Washington, Aug. 20.—Conditions } 


in Mexico were described to the sgn- 
ate bly Senator Fall of New Mexico, 
who arose to question of personal 
| privilege te declare “absurd and 
ridiculous” a statement purporting to 
have come from President Madero to 
the effect that Mr. Fall had caused 
| the failure of peace negotiations be- 
ltween the Mexican government and 
|General Orozco. Senator Fall denied 
|!he ever had any connections with 
| Orozco regarding the peace negotia- 
tions. Present conditions in Mexico 
could not last much longer he said. 
Senator Culberson of Texas had 
read a telegram from Secretary Knox 
dated July 30, saying the state of 
affairs in Mexico ws growing better. 
“IT have information before me at the 
present time,” replied Mr. Fall, hold- 
ing up to the view of the senators a 
mass of papers and telegrams, “that 
the statements are unfounded. My 
sources of information are superior to 
those of the state department, but I 
cannot divulge the names of the

“He seems to be 
convinced of his ability to run the 
United States government as well as 
that of Mexico,” declared the senator.

ACCEPTED PREVIOUS LAWS 


Boston labor union officials through 
a letter from Chief Whitney of the 
State Police, learned that the pro- 
visions of the Eight-Hour law of Mas- 
sachusetts, passed this year, regarding 
public work, cannot be held to apply 
to any city or town that has not pre- 
viously accepted some of the previous 
Eight-Hour law provisions. 

Chief Whitney, who has been inves- 
tigating violations of the Eight-Hour 
law reported by labor unions, states 
in his note to the labor officials that 
Attorney General James M. Swift had 
given him an opinion on the provisions 
of that law. 

“From this opinion,” Chief Whitney 
says, “it is evident that the provisions | 
of Chapter 494, Acts of 1911, do not |

In a copy of Attorney General , 
Swift’s letter, which General Whitney | 
inclosed in his note, the Attorney Gen-| 
eral reviews the matter at length. He | 
answers General Whitney’s question | 
as to whether the law applies to eities | 
and towns which have not acceptéd | 
the provisions of the acts mentioned) 
by saying: | 

“In my opinion this inquiry must be! 
answered in the negative. 

“In Chapter 494 of the Acts of 1911, | 
in which the word ‘permit’ was added | 
to the previous provisions of the Act | 
of 1909, it was also provided that the | 
act shall apply to cities and towns! 
which have accepted the provisions of | 
said Section 20 of Chapter 106 of fhe 
Revised Laws, or of Chapter 514 of! 
the Acts of 1909. 

“It appears clear that in order to 
have Chapter 494 of the Acts of 1911 
in force in any city or town, it must! 
appear that such city or town, has ac-|} 
cepted either the provisions of Section 
20 of Chapter 106 of the Revised Laws, 
or Section 42 of Chapter 514 of the 
Acts of 1909. 

“The earlier provisions of law were| 
less stringent than the more recent 
legislation herein before cited, and it| 
appears to me to have been the in-} 
tent of the Legislature, when it made | 
the law more drastic and added the | 
recent provisions to the general law | 
making eight hours a legal day’s work, 
to require cities and towns to accept | 
the provisions of these more recent | 
enactments. 

“As this is a penal statute, and so| 
must be strictly construed, I am of the 
opinion that the act in question is not 
in force in such cities and towns as 
are covered by your inquiry.” 

Quincy has accepted previous pro- 
visions of eight hour law.

The history of the’ Challenge cup 
dates back to 1898: when the sum of 
3500 was* raised’ by popular subscrip- 
tion’ by. members ofthe club for a per- 
petual chaHlengs cup; the deed of trust 
having’ been made February 14, 1898. 

The’ first races: for the cup» were 
‘ailed August 22 of that year. But 
two boats competed for the cup that 
year. The Reeruit, owned by Henry 
M. Faxon representing the Quincy 
club and the Duchess’ owned by 
Charles Hayden of the Lynn club. Five 
‘aces were necessary to decide the 
winner. The cup was’ won by the Re- 
cruit. 

In’ the races of 1899 there were five 
contestants for the cup, The Hostess 
owned! by Henry Mi Faxon was‘ the 
lefending: yacht and the challengers 
were the Ocgrook, Pompane, Thelma 
and Heiress. This year four races 
were held and the Hostess’ on the 
Quincy club was again a winner. 

In 1900 there were three challengers 
for the cup, the Lookout, Tashmoo 
and Pompano; The cup was defended 
by the Hostess. The Lookout repre- 
senting the Manchester Yacht club 
won three of the four races and the 
cup’ left Quiney for Manchester. 


The following year the races’ were | 
held off Marblehead and was again | 


won by the Manchester club. #At this 
time the yaclits racing were freak 
boats‘ and of but little use other than 
racing machines. They proved very 
unsatisfactory and rather took inter- 
est out of the cup race so that none 
were held for several years. 

Late jn 1905 interest was again re- 
vived' in the cup races and the deed 
of gift modified: in» February, 1906.

| SMUGGLING IN CHINESE 


| Suspicious Policeman Uncovers Pack- 
| age In Auto With Results 


| New York, Aug. 21.—A scheme to 
| smuggle Chinese into this country at 
| Buffalo and bring them to New York 
by automobile, was discovered by the 
police, and five Chinese and two 
Americans were arrested. 
| A policeman who did not like the 
looks of an immense bundle in the rear 
of an automobile that appeared on his 
beat before daylight, made tne chauf- 
feur open the bundle and reveal three 
badly frightened Chinamen. A search 
among neighboring houses brought to 
light two more or the Chinese and a 
white man named Burton Tranks, who 
admitted, the police say, that he was 
in charge of the smuggling expedition. 
The chauffeur, who described him-

Washington, Aug. 21.—The 40,- 
000-small homes of government clerks 
and workingmen in Washington are 
assessed for taxes at 90 percent of 
their true value, while the fine resi- 
dences of the fashionable Northwest 


section of the capital average only 50 
percent, according to a report by a 
house committee led by Henry George 
of New York, which has been investi- 
gating the taxation of real estate in 
the District of Columbia.

VOTE OF THE NATION 


Five Million More Eligible Than at 
Last Presidential Election 
New York, Aug. 21.—Nearly 5,- 
000,000 new voters are expected to ap- 
pear at the polls this year, according 
to an estimate prepared here. There 
will be 3,650,000 male voters en- 
franchised by age alone and 1,350,- 
000 women and newly naturalized 

citizens. 

There will be 24,332,200 male vot- 
ers. The number of women voters 
is estimated at 1,667,000, making a 
total of approximately 26,000,000 
persons who may vote for president. 
In 1906 there were 22,617,500 eligible

New Yark, Aug. 21,—On evidence

Zelig, the Kast Side gang leader, th 
grand jury reindicted Police Lieu- 
tenant Charles Becker for the murder 
cf Herman Rosenthal and handed 
down also the expected indictments 
against six of his alleged tools, the! 
four gun men accused of actually do- 
ing the murder, and two who are al- 
leged to haye taken part in the plot. 
They are “Gyp the Blood” and 
“Lefty” Louie, who are still at large; 
“Dago Frank” Ciroficci and “Whitey” 
Lewis, now in the Tombs; Jack Sulli- 
van, the former “King of the News- 


| boys,” who is alleged to have given 
| the “murder signal,” and 


William 
Shapiro, driver ofthe “murder car.” 

Sam Schepps, who was before the 
jury two heurs, did even more to- 
ward implicating Becker in the mur- 
der plot than had been anticipated by 
District Attorney Whitman, who ex- 
pected no more of him than a cor- 
roboration of the story told by Jack 
Rose, 

Jack Zelig, Whose appearance be- 
tor the grand jury came as a sur- 
prise, also supported Rose's story, it 
was learned. 
chronologically, Zelig telling of hap- 
penings before the murder, tending to 
determination of 
Hecker to get rid of Rosenthal, the 
gambler, who had 
him and Schepps telling of events af- 
ter the murder, which pointed back 
to the police officer’s alleged prepara- 
| tions to carry out his determination. 

Schepps told the jury, it was 
learned, that it was true that he acted 
as a go-between for Rose and Beck- 
er, while Rose, panicky and 
from fear of arrest, was in hiding at 
Pollock and be- 
seeching Becker to save him. 

Schepps, it was learned, told the 
ary of his conversations with Beck- 


| er and with Rose about the murder, 


and it was the witness’ testimony con- 
cerning these conversations which 


' came as unexpected news to the grand 


jury ad the district attorey. What he 
quoted Becker as saying could not be 
learned, but it is known that the con- 
versations pointed back to events be- 
fore the murder, which the prosecutor 
believes greatly strengthened Rose's 
story that Becker was its instigator. 

The witness testified further, ft was 
learned, that he was present at the 
time Richard G. Barter, the notary 
public, came to Pollock’s house with 
John W. Hart, Becker's attorney, to 
get Rose to sign the affidavit which 
was to clear Becker of Rosenthal’s 
charge that the police officer was the 
gambler’s partner in his faro place.

BREAKFAST HOT BREADS. 

OT rolls, muffins, gems, biscuit | 

or any breads of that sort 

seem to make a special appeal | 
to the appetite when served as part of | 
the first meal of the day. Hot break- 
fast cakes are an especially American | 
fad, and the ways of making them are 
legion. 

They may be raised with. baking | 
soda. or yeast, mixed with sweet milk | 
or sour. and compounded of wheat, 
rye or graham flour or cornmeal, these 
combinations being varied to give a! 
great variety of hot breads. 

Gems and Muffins. | 

Cornmeal Gems.—Put two cupfuls of } 
white cornmeal in a bowl, pour on one 
eupful of boiling milk and add a ta- 
blespoonful of butter. Stir well and 
let stand five minutes. Add one cup- 
ful of cold milk, one cupful of white 
flour, sifted. with three level teaspaon- | 
fuls of baking powder, and then the 
beaten yolks of two eggs. Stir all 
well, add the stiffly beiten whites of 
the eggs and bake half an hour, 

Rye Muffins.—Take two cupfuls of} 
rye meal and one cupful of sifted pas- 
try flour. Sift the flour and meal with 
five level teaspoonfu's of sugar, two 
teaspoonfuls, of baking powder and | 
one level teaspoonful of salt. Beat 
one egg and add to it one and one- 
quarter cupfuls of milk. Mix with the} 
dry materials, pour into a buttered 
pan and bake in a sheet or bake in 
buttered gem pans. Use rye meal and 
not rye flour, which is different, and 
always sift the meal before measuring. 

Dainty Fare. 

Milk Biscuit.—Take a cup of flour, 
n teaspoonful of shortening, a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder. Sift the flour, salt and 
baking powder together, rub in the 
shortening very lightly, then add 
enough cold milk to hold together. 
Place on a floured bakeboard and roll 
or press out with the hands one-half 
Inch thick. Cut with cake cutter, brush 
the top with milk and bake twenty 
minutes or until light brown. 

Swedish Rolls.—Seald a pint of milk | 
and cool it. Cream a half cupful of |

sugar and a tablespoonful of butter; 
add the well beaten whites of two 
eggs, a little salt, half a yeast cakerdis- 
solved in warm water and stir into: the 
milk, also flour enough to mold, Let 
it rise. Roll out half an inch thick, 
eut in strips an inch anda half wide, 
butter, roli up, set on end, let rise and 
bake.

LONG IN REVENUE SERVICE 


Herbert W. Spear, formerly of Quin- 
cy, passed away this morning at Ed- 
gartown, after an illness of a year of 
heart failure.

Mayor’s Orders to Patrons 


The police had quite a time Wednes- 
day night enforcing the curfew law 
and the law in relation to the attend- 
ance of minors unaccompanied by 
adult persons at picture shows and 
dance halls. At Brown’s dance hall 
Houghs Neck before dancing was 
commenced the proprietor stepped to 
the platform and read the notice from 
Chief Burrell and requested all under 
the age limit to leave the hall. Mis 
order was generally obeyed although 
the officers found one couple who 
were under age that were in attend- 
ance, although it was while coming 
from the hall that the police held 
them up. 

More trouble however was experi- 
enced at the moving picture shows at 
Houghs Neck for the proprietors of 
these places quickly saw what they 
thought was a way to get over the 
law. It was reported that they had a 
woman Outside the theatre who volun- 
teered to accompany anyone under 
age into the show. Once. inside the 
minors were permitted 
they wished. In one case it was re- 
ported that a woman took in fourteen 
children under the age limit. 

The attention of City Solicitor Mc- 
Anarney was called to this matter this 
morning and he ruled that while a 
woman might accompany a party of 
children to a moving picture show and 
come within the law, but if after once 
entering the theatre the children oc- 
cupied seats apart from her that 
these children were amenable to the 
law and that proprietors would be 
liable to a fine for allowing them in. 
Tonight officers will be on hand and if 
any more such violations of the law 
are attempted some of the “movies” 
will get into trouble if they continue 
that system. 

Under the licenses granted by the 
Mayor to public halls and amusement 
places it is provided that the licensee 
shall furnish such police protection as 
may ‘be determined by the Chief of 
Police. 
ing that in the case of most of the 
places the attendance nights with the 
exception of Wednesday and Saturday 
evenings was small and that he had 
not obliged the parties to have an 
officer on duty as they could not pay 
expenses. He however thought it 
would be better if the ordinances defi- 
nitely stated what should be done.

The Use of Torture In Legal’ Processes 
In Formere¥imes. 

The constitution of the Unitéd States

The use of torture in legal 
processes was not, when these instru- 
ments were framed, so remote as it is

The next notable instance of the use 
of torture was in 1692, in the Salem 
witchcraft excitement, when Giles 
Cory was pressed to death—the “peine 
dure et forte,” the most horrible of 
deaths. 

Executions were in publie threugh- 
out the east until comparatively recent 
Hmes. When Quelch. the pirate, and 
six ofhers were hanged in Boston, Sew- 


all wrote in his diary, “When the sear- 
fold was let to sink there was such a 
screech of the women that my wife

The useof torture to wring the truth 
from witnesses is said to have been 
recognized as legal in Austria until 
well within the last century.

STRING BEANS. 

TRING beans taste best when| 

young and fresh. Every shred of}! 

the strings must be removed when 

preparing them for cooking. The best 

way to accomplish this is to pare a} 
strip from the edge of the beans. 

If you wish the beans to retain their 
color add alittle baking soda to the; 
water in which they are boiled. For} 
boiling young and tender beans use| 
just enough water to cover. 

It is a good plan to put but little salt 
into the water in which string beans 
are boiled, Salt tends to toughen vege- 
table fibers. 

Boiled Until Tender, 

Buttered Beans.—Remoye the strings | 
from the beans and lay them, handful! 
by handful, on a board. Cut into pieces | 
about an inch long. Then wash and 
place on the fire in‘a saucepan of acid 
ing .water to which a little salt has 
been added. Boil until tender, which 
should be in from one to three hours. | 
Drain the beans and add a dressing of 
butter, salt and cream.

against association with crime and 
criminals and should be subjected to 
such care, treatment and control as

and to strengthen their better in- 
stincts.” 
| Disassociating the child offender 
from all criminal taint is the primary 
idea throughout the act. The term 
“child” applies to a boy or girl appar- 
ently or actually under the age of 16 
years. This designation permits those 
who have authority to enforce the act 
to use their own discreation in regard 
to & child, which the parents might 
maintain has reached its sixteenth 
year, hut which may obviously ‘be in 
need of such protection as the law 


dren whose exact age cannot be deter- 
mined.

Conditions Confronting Joint Body Are 
Unprecedented—Penrose investiga | 
tion. the Great Stumbling Block | 
Which La Follette Keeps In the 
Way—Two Houses Fight Over Old 
State Claims Senate Wants Paid } 


Washington, Aug. 26.—A few score | 
Weary members of congress and an 
impatient President of the United 
States confronts an unprecedented | 
sovernmental situation, following Sat- 
urday night’s prolonged and fruitless 
Struggle to adjourn the session of 
congress. 

The outlook for today’s sessions of 
house and senate promise an even 
more chaotic legislative condition than 
exisetd in the fight that began Satur- 
day morning and continued until near- 
ly church time Sunday. 

Disgusted with the adjournment 
tailuare, many members of the senate 
took early Sunday trains for their 
homes. Senator ‘Penrose predicted 
that there would be. much less than a 
quorum in the senate when it met at 
noon today, and house leaders were 
satisfied that that body would be near- 
ly forty members short of the number 
necessary to transact business! 

The double filibuster which com- 
pelled the abandonment of the plan to 
end the session of congress is expected 
lo be renewed when the houses re- 
convene. Senator La Follette made 
known to a friend that he would insist 
upon a record vote on the adoption of 
the Penrose resolution for an investi- 
sation of campaign contributions of the 
Standard Oil company in 1904 and of 
the correspondence between John D. 
Archbold, George W.. Perkins and 
members of congress. 

Senator Chamberlain, who led the 
other senate filibuster, the object of 
which was to force the house to agree 
to the payment of $600,000 of old 
state claims, will have the support of 
many senators if he renews his in- 
sistence to hold eongress until these 
claims are paid. The house leaders 
are determined to fight the claims 
“until December,” if necessary. 

Either of the senate filibusters holds 
trouble for any plan for adjournment. 
if Senator La Follette should insist 
upon a record vote it would be neces- 
sary to sacure a quorum. (In such an 
event he could hold the,senate in- 
definitely, because it would again be 
unable to make an adjournment agree- 
ment with the house. 

President Taft’s plans for leaving 
Washington are as indefinite as those 
of congress for adjournment. With 
the geeral deficiency bill still pending 
in both houses, it is impossible for 
him to get away, although his friends 
know that the president i¢#’“anxious to 
go north and enjoy the rest and seclu- 
sion of Beverly, Mass., for a few 
weeks. 


PARCELS POST POSSIBLE 


Congress Has Authorized Introduction 
of a System 

Washington, Aug. 26.—Postmaster 
‘General Hitchcock announced that he 
would confer immediately with mem- 
bers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission respecting rates for the par- 
cels post system, authorized by con- 
gress. The system will be put into 
aperation as soon as practicable. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Hitchcock, 
“that -domestic parcels posts. will 
prove of immense benefit to the peo- 
ple of the country, and eventually will 
afford substantial financial support to 
the postoffice department.”

The accident to the Vicksburg is re- 
ported serious, because it takes prac- 
tically the last available vessel for 
duty on the west coast. The state de- 
partment says it must have a vessel 
for the Mexican coast. The navy has 
none, except the cruiser Cleveland, 
which has just been taken out of re- | 
serve and ordered to Nicaragua. 
These orders have been rescinded, 
and the Cleveland is now ordered to 
overtake the Vicksburg at Magdalena 
bay and escort her back to Mare island 
for repairs. This will take three days. 


1d quadruples | The Cleveland will then proceed to 


carry out the Vicksburg’s orders. The 
Vicksburg, when last heard from, was} 
about 160 miles from Magdalena bay, 
slowly making her way by sail. She 
is believed by the navy department to 


be in no immediate danger. A} 


There are a number of vessels in re- 
serve on the Pacific coast, but no men 
to man them and no provision for in- 
creasing the enlistments. The Pacific 
fleet is badly broken up. The flagship 
California is now steaming for Corinto 
tc land bluejackets and marines, and 
thence to Panama to get the detach- 
ment of marines which the Prairie is 
taking to Colon. The Maryland is 
conveying Special Ambassador Knox 
and his party to Japan for the funeral 
of the late emperor. The SouthDakota 
is now in drydock for repairs and the! 


Colorado is steaming for Corinto. 
The supply ship Glacier is also en 


route to Nicaragua. 

This leaves none of the ships in 
active service on the Pacific coast 
available to take care of further revo-! 
lutions, should they be fomented in 
any other Central and South American 
countries.

RED CROSS AWARDS PRIZES. 


Successful First-Aid Men Rewarded 
for Efficient Service. 


Announcement has just been made 
by the national headquarters of the 
; American Red Cross at Washington 
of the names of those who,are entitled 
to prizes for exceptionally skillfubfirst 
aid work rendered during the past 
year. 

About a year ago a gentleman, who 
does not desire his name to be made 
| public, presented to the Red Cross a 
| special endowment of $5,000, to be 
known as the William Howard Taft 
Fund, the income from which is to be 
|} devoted annually to prizes for first- 
'aid work and competitions among the 
‘railroad men of the country. Four 
prizes with medals are awarded an- 
nuaily. The only applicant for prize 
|}money from this fund for work done 
{during 1911 was Mr . Christian D. 
| Fisher, of 1271 Park Boulevard, Cam- 
|den, N. J., an employee of the Penn- 
|sylvania Railroad Shops. Mr. Fisher 
| Was awarded the first prize of $50, 
‘having treated a total of sixteen cases 
'during the year 
| The Red Cross, from its own funds, 
|also gives similar prizes to first-aid 
{men other than those employed by 
| railroads. The winner of the first 
| prize of $50 in this class is Mr. John 
i Brown, mine foreman, Pennsylvania 
| Coal Co., Pittston, Pa., who rendered 
|very excellent service to three men 
| who were burned and otherwise badly 
| injured by an explosion of gas in the 

Hoyt Shaft on January 10, 1911. In 
}an affidavitt made by the resident 
i physician at Pittston Hospital rela- 
| tive to the manner in which the in- 
| juries of these men were treated, it is 
‘stated: “It would hardly have been 

possible for any physician under the 
most favorable conditions to have ac- 
| complished better work ....artd I take 
| pleasure in testifying to the value and 
efficiency of the work in these three 
| particular cases.” 
| Mr. James Gibson, an employee o! 
| the Berwind-White Coal Company, o! 
| Windber, Pa., was the successful con- 
|testant for the second prize of $25 
| having rendered first-aid treatment in 
ja skillful manner to Frank Koniski 
| who, on October 5, 1911, while load- 
ing coal, was injured by the roof fall- 
ing upon him. He sustained a com- 
pound fracture of the left leg, com- 
|; minuted fracture of the right leg in- 
| volving the knee, fracture of the right 
| shoulder blade and a bad sprain of 
{the back. The successof this first-aid 
| treatment was assured by the prompt 
} action of the man rendering it. The 
| fall occurred at one o'clock. It took 
| fifteen or twenty minutes to dig the 
injured man from the debris and only 
| fifteen minutes to render first aid and 
| put the injured man in proper shape to

having been called by telephone.

INTERESTING NEWSPAPER STORY 


Thirty-tine Years of the Boston Globe 
told by Charles H. Taylor. 

On Monday, Aug. 18, 1873, just 39 
years ago | took charge of the Boston 
Daily Globe. 

Why No Ideal Newspaper. 

In the 61 years that I have been eon- 
nected with the Boston newspapers, 
we have always had substantially the 
Same problems that are now under 
Miscussion. There were many persons 
yearning for’ the ideal: newspaper 51 
years ago, and they have continued to 
| yearn for it to this day; but the ideal 
newspaper has never been published. 
Moreover, it never will be, because 
there are no ideal clergymen, nor ideal 
leawyers, nor ideal deetors, nor ideal 
| Dusiness men, nor ideal bankers, since 
all men in all walks of life seem to 
‘have about the average of human vir- 
tues and faults. 

What is true in those callings is 
jtrue in journalism. As in all other 
things from the beginning of time un- 
til now “the survival of the fittest” has 
been the rule in the newspaper world. 
In building a newspaper, or any kind 
|of institution in the active competi- 
tions of life, the man who is filled with 
‘the spirit of industry and ambition 
forges steadily ahead, while those who 
sit down in idle despair may envy, but 
| they cannot retard, his progress. 

How News is Suppressed. 

I can assure those o f our friends 

who are filled with the fear that ad- 
| vertisers and the interests will con- 
trol the movements, opinions and 
news of the prosperous and _ inde- 
pendent press, that’ they need not 
lose any more sleep over the Globe. 
Advertisers and readers alike know 
that they will be treated with abso- 
jute fairness by the Globe, because 
that is the bed-rock basis on avhich 
this newspaper has been conducted 
for 39 years and it is the rule which 
will guide it in the years to come. 

The editor’s temptation to suppress 
news really comes from his friends. 
Troubles visit all o f us, and when one 
has a friend in charge of a newspaper, 
he is very likely to ask him to keep 
his troubles out of the paper. If one 
wishes to minimize as far as possible 

| the sorrows of life, he cannot but be 
generous in this matter. If I have 
erred in that direction I ‘do not think 
it will be one of the subjects that will 
bother me when I come to the end of 
my days. 

My disposition has always been to 
help ‘build up rather than to join in 
i tearing down. My ideal for the Globe 
is and always has been that it should 
| help men, women and children to get 
some of the sunshine of life, to be 
| better and happier because of the 
;Globe. I have no fault*to find with 

those who take the opposite course, 
| because we all usually work out our 
|temperaments, as given to us in our 
|cradles, until we reach the end of 
| life,

Ylex'can Situation Is ray 
Growing W Worse 
FEDERAL OFFICIALS DORMANT 


Report of Federal Government's, In- 
ability or Neglect to Do So May 
Cause Drastic Action by the United 
States—Zapata Rules In South Un- 
hindered and His Outrages of the 
Most Fiendish Chracter 


Washington, Aug. 29.—Reports 
from south Mexico, so alarming as to | 
make intervention in that country | 
greater than ever before, have been |! 
received in Washington. So serious 
has the situation appeared to} 
President Taft that in diseussions | 
with members of the cabinet 
and others recently he has expressed 
the gravest fears of necessity for far 
more drastic action on the part of | 
the United States than has yet been 
taken in Mexico. 

It is stated that whie the operations 
ef Orozco and his men in northern 
Mexico, near the United States border, 
are exasperating to a degree and in- 
jurious to American interests, the 
most serious phase of the situation | 
hes in the conditions existing’in south- 
ern Mexico. In the southern states 
Zapata is the recognized rebel leader. 
His bands have been operating con- 
tinually for many months and have so 
got the upper hand that the authority 
ot the federal government is exer- 
cised but fitfully and almost disap- 
peared. 

Little that Has been going on in 
these states has reached the outside 
world. Consequently it has been 
generally believed that conditions in 
the south of Mexico were greatly im- 
proved and that the situation was 
again approaching the normal. The 
greater publicity given the move- 
ments of General Orozco and_ his 
chieftains has concentrated attention 
upon his forces as the principal dis- 
turbing element in Mexico. The con- 
trary, however, is true. Robbery and 
pillaging are going on constantly in 
the southern states, with practically 
nothing done to stop it. Cruelties of | 
the most fiendish nature are being 
practised by the outlaws and the gov- 
erment forces alike. The most horrid 
tales are being told of butcheries, 
mutilations and tortues, few of which 
are reaching the general public either 
in Mexico or the United States. The 
entire southern half of Mexico, it is

| stated, is falling into a stage of chaos 


and anarchy far worse than anything 
that has occurred in the northern part 
ot the republic. 

After nearly two years of turmoil 
the Mexican officials are said to be 
showing a coldness and indifference to 
the situation in which the government 
is placed which has proved shocking 


I haye always welcomed criticism! ang amazing to all Americans, offi- 


cials and private citizens alike. The 
policy of the Madero government in 
the south of Mexico is declared to be 
neither aggressive nor energetic. It 
is charged that no longer does the 
government ttake the trouble to prom- 
ise to bestir itself and that it has 
grown so callous to complaints as al- 
most totally to disregard them. 

It is this inaction on the part of the 
government which is causing the con- 
cern in the Washington administra- 
tion. In the event of the further de- 
generation of the federal authority 
there will be absolutely nobody to 
whom the United States can look for | 
affording protection to the life and 
property of its citizens and no one who 
can be held responsible for anything 
that is done. 

It is these considerations which 
have now caused President Taft to 
take a much graver view of the situ- 
ation than has been commonly sup- 
posed. 

It is not believed that the situation 
in southern Mexico, bad as it is, will 
come to such a pass in a month or two 
months as to move the president to 
consider measures for intervening. 
In the meantime there is still hope en- 
tertained in the administration that 
there will come a change for the bet- 
ter. Yet it is admitted that the pros- | 
pect, which a few weeks ago looked | 
brighter, is really darker than ever. |

President Rescinds Order For Tenth 
| Regiment to Leave Canal Zone— 
| Will Follow If Needed—Private 
Dispatches Tell of Unspeakable Bar-

Corino, Nic., Aug. 29.—Command- 
er Warren J. Terhune and a force of 
200 American sailors and marines 
trom the gunboat Annapolis and the 


collier Justin, now lying in Corinto 
harbor, succeded in forcing their way 
through territory controlled by-~ the 
revolutionists*to Leon, the town mid- 
| Way between the Pacific ‘aocst and 
Laake Managua, where the liberals 
rose in arms Aug. 13 and in thé dead 
of night massacred the sleeping gar- 
rison. 

The American force found the Lib- 

;erals hostile to their advance, and it 
|became necessary. for Commander 
Yerhune to threaten to attack Leon 
before the insurgeuts would allow the 
|train bearing the American detach- 
| ment to enter the town. Rioting had 
| Subsided and the Americans found the 
| city resuming its normal appearance. 
After conferring with the Liberal 
|leaders, Commander Terhune with- 
| drew his force from the city, 100 ma- 
|rines proceeding to Managua, the 
| capital, and the remainder of the de- 
| tachment returning to Corinto. 
The detachment to Managua was ac- 
; companied by the Salvadorian minis- 
ter to Nicaragua and his daughter, 
who had been marooned at Leon. 

The United States gunboat Denver, 
| with reinforcements of marines and 
bluejyackets numbering about 550, has 
arrived here. The cruiser California, 
| with a further detachment of marines, 
1 is expected to reach this port today.
